As there ia no particular demand for 
Chinese labor at the present time, it is a 
cauae of svondernient where the large con- 
signnieiita of Celestials that are conatantly 
arriving go to. Three hundred more 
have arrived by the banpie F. P. Litch- 
field, now lying in N'ictoria harbor. The 
most that is seen of them is while they 
are passing through the city with their 
odd baggage, to Chinatown, where they 
disappear, and are never more distin- 
guishable from these thiit are already there. 
An iii<iuiry among aoinu of the (Jhinesj 
yesterday oliuitod the opinion that more 
than enough were in the country six 
months ago, and tliat it was only by niis- 
representatiun on the part of the rich mer- 
ohanta who bring them, that they come. 
Promises are put forward to the poorer 
Chinese at home, und they are induced to 
hind tlienisolvea over to a certain wage, 
and to pay for their passage fnun that, 
gradually. As tiieir salary will aiiMunt 
to from fifty cents to seventy live 
cents per day, and out of thia 
the board is deducted, it takes from four 
to ten yeara for them to pay off their 
agreement. Sonio do not mind this, as 
their life has been previously nutliing 
better than slovery.aiid the continued serf- 
dom does not gall them. Others, though, 
have much fault to find; but as they can 
do nothing to better their condition, they 
are forced to aubinit. One prominent 
Chinaman expressed the belief that some- 
thing ouglit to bo done to restrain the 
influx ; that the amount bo limited to a 
certain ;iumber annually, ua under the 
present system he saw nothing but starv- 
ation for not only those who came, but 
also for the Chinese already here. There 
is no doubt but that a number find tlieir 
way by crooked means and ways that are 
dark to the other side of the line, but the 
proportion is small - not more than tme 
in a hundred. Hence the query, What ia 
to be done with the ever arriving Chinese? 
The question is one that will aoon have to 
be dealt with in a jjiactical way by the 
Uomiiiioti authorities, and the (|uicker 
they become iiiipres.icd with the urgency 
of tho mutlur the liollor. During ilio puut 
three montha over one tlioimand celestials 
have come to our shores, and there ia al- 
ready more than a sufficiency in the coun- 
try. How, then, are the new-comers to 
exist : 

TUK franchise bill in iMigland aeema to 
be the hinge on whicli jjulitical (luestions 
are turning, 'i'he guveniment feels its 
importance. Tho ainondmont extending 
the franchise to women was defeated, to 
the great disappointment of many who 
foresaw in thia measuie the beginning of 
the political equality of women. 'i'he 
Irish amendment, which would have ex- 
cluded Ireland from the benclits of tho 
franchise, waa alao properly defeated, and 
the Irish leadora are now straining every 
nerve to bring about the passage of the 
bill. The government party feel that a 
great deal depends upon it, and the whole 
country la waiting with eager interest its 
progress in Parliiuiicnt. According to 
long-established precedent, should the bill 
fail to pass, the ministry would bo ex- 
pected to resign; but thia they evidently 
do not expect to do, and it has been sug- 
gostod that in case tho bill passos safely 
through tho Commons, but apprehensions 
should arise as to its fate in tho up|ior 
house, filadatono might resort to a plan 
that has been successfully tried before — 
that is, to appoint a number of now peers 
sufficient to defeat the Salisbury party. 
This has often been done to corry through 
a favorite ministerial scheme. Premier 
Earl Oroy, to atrongthon his party and 
cabinet in the Lords, appointed forty now 
peers in 1831-315, and Oladstono has here- 
tofore resorted to the same expedient. 
This is the reason that tho upper house, 
whicli uaed to got along with loss than 
one hundred pneis, now numbers five 
hundred and nine.

The work of raising this unfortunate 
steamer still goes on, and every effort is 
being made to hurry matters forward to a 
Buccessful iasuo.
